Very decided changes hi temperature come 


about at this season, and often without witrn- 
ng.

It would bo easy to multiply authorities 


Snllice it to say that this 
pernicious theory is happily exploded, and 
that the Second English Rivers Commission 
publuh conclusions, based on the examina- 
tion of fame two thousand samples of v/ate, 
claimed to be drinkable, condemning -iver 
water because it is liable to conlaminilion 
from dramayc of cultivated landi, towns, 
and inaimfaoones. They state that "the 
admixture of even a small quantity of these 
infected discharges (of persons suffering Irom 
cholera or typhoid fever) with a large vol- 
ume ofdnuking water, is sufficient for the 
propagation of those diseases among persons 
using such water " The case i elated by Dr. 
Foisom, previously quoted, as well as nuin- 
berleu others of a similar sort, prov«i the 
accuracy of this conclusion.

From this array of testimony in behalf of 


pure water, we hope our tow n will see u> it 
that a proper system of diamage shall be 
perfected, and that the Water Company, In- 
stead of allowing their supply pipe to stop 
where It does, be required to extend it where 
the drainage of the town will not affect the 
quality of the wmter.

The coffes is thus made to assume 
a tabular shape,.and comes into the market 
in a form reseinblnu; chocolate, divided as 
the latter is by ribs to facilitate Ineaking 
into pieces of suitable size for use.

iutciior surface of the moulds Is highly pol- 
ished, by which artifice the outer crust of 
tbe compressed coflee Is made sufficiently 
smooth and bard to prevent the tendency of 
the ethereal oil of the coffee to escape fiom 
tbe interior of the cakes. The volume of 
the coflee thus prepared is reduced to less 
then oue third of that of the original. Tea 
aud coSee thus compressed can be packed 
aud tianspoited m tin full 01 othei packages, 
preset ving their aroma indefinitely.
